ITALY’S DREADED FLEET. 


Shipbuilder Cramp Thinks it Could 
not Harm New York. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 3.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.| Charles Cramp, the 
head of the great ship building firm, 
says that New York is in no danger 
from Italian’ ironclads, *They’ll 
never come over here,’’ he said con- 
fidently. ‘‘In the first place they can’t 
carry enough coal to make such a voy- 
age safe and they couid find no place 
bere to recoal. Their great draught 
wouid make it impossible for them to 
do much damage on this side. They 
are not familiar with our coast and 
would be in constant danger of ground- 
ing the moment they came at all 
near the coast. They carry 
very heavy guns, but except 
for tiring on a city these guns are not 
effective at much over a mile, and the 
new cruisers recentiy construosed could 
be very effective by circiing about the 
monsters, peppering them witb long- 
range rifle cannon and drawing them 
into shallow water. If a shot from one 
of the ironclads struck one of our 
cruisers 1t would of course do consider- 
able damage, but except by chance it 
is doubtful if at any such distance any 


gunner in the ‘Italian fleet could hit 


such a small object as a vessel going 
at the rate of fifteen to twenty knots 


an hour. Sballow water and the great 
draught of the iropclads would make 
practically impossible a _ successful 
bombardment of New York. The Ve- 
suvius is the only dynamite cruiser in 
the world, and if she should drop one 
of her déadly sheils aboard an Italian 
jronclad all danger from the latter 
would be over.”’

_ Treasurer Banbury Declines 
Honor Them. 


REASONS FOR HIS REFUSAL 


Smith’s Pecullar Position at Sacra- 
mento—The Nature of His Du- 
tles Unknown to the _ 
Generai Public. 


Aaron Smith holds two warrants drawn 
upon the Treasurer of Los Angeles county, 
one for $224 and one for 234.90. The war- 
rants are regularly drawn and issued. On 
their face they specify that the amounts are 
given in payment for services as 
clerk of the Los Angeles delexation 
atthe twenty-ninth session of the Legis- 
lature. But the fact that Mr, Smith has 
_ these warrants is no sign that he will get 
any money on them. In fact, County 
Treasurer Banbury has ‘already declined to 
pay the warrants, claiming that they are 
illegal. 

As to whether or not the County ‘lreas- 
urer has authority to throw out and refuse 
to pay a demand when it has been legally 
drawn by the Auditor upon the order of the 
Board of Supervisors is a matter which ex- 
cites considerable discussiun and a division 
of opinion. 

Mr. Banbury has the following instruc- 
tions from the legal advisor of the county, 
upou the point, which he falls bick upon: 

J. Banbury, County Treasurer—DEAR 
Sin: Kepiying to your communication of 
the 28th inst., Wheuevera warrant is pre- 

sented to you for payment, irregular upon 
its face, it is your duty to refuse payment 
upon the same. It is my opinion that 
whenever a warrant is presented to you for 
payment regular upon its face and you have 
any doubt as toits validity, you bave a 
right, and I believe it is your duty asa 
guardian of the county funds, to refuse pay- 
meut of the same until you bave had an 
to investigate the validity of 

the said warrant. JAMES MCLACHLAN, 
District Attorney. 

Upon this advice Mr. Banbury says he 
refused to pay the warrant. 

S. M. Perry, chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors, yesterday stated to a Times 
representative that the board had regulariy 
employed Mr. Smith early in January to 
look after and specially protect the legis- 
jation the county wus interested in at the 
capital. Mr. Perry said that Smith had 
done his work, had dene it well, and that 
he was now entitied to bis money. 

“Why is it,” asked the reporter. “that no 
minute was made of the fact that Smith 
was employed in the pfoceedings of the 
board atthe time that he was engaged.” 

“It was deemed advantageous at that time 
not tv make the fact public, and for this 
reason nothing was said or written about it. 

“This however, does not alter the fact 
that the expenditure was legal.”’

NEW VAGRANCY LAW. 


AMENDMENTS MADE BY THE 
LATE LEGISLATURE, 


Provisions Which Will Greatly Ald 
the Pclice in Clearing the 
City of Disreputable 
Characters. 


One of the most important acts of the re- 
cent Legislature, so far as the police de- 
partment is concerned, was the amepvdment 
of the vagrancy law by the elimination of 
the ten-day clause, and the insertion of 
several provisions greatiy increasing the 
its efficiency. Following is the full text of 
the bill, as it appears on the statute books, 
and is now in force: 

Section 1. Every person except a Cali- 
fornia Indian, “without visib.e means of 
living, who has the physical ability to work, 
and who does not seek employment, nor 
labor when employment is offered him; or 

2. Every healthy beggar who  svlicits 
alims as a business; or, 

3. Every person who roams about from 
piace to place without any lawful busi- 
ness; or, 

4. Every person known to be a pick- 
pocket, thief, burglar or confidence ope- 
raior, sither by his own confessivn or b 
his baving been convicted of either of said 
offenses, ai.d having no visible or lawful 
means of support when found loitering 
around any steamboat landing, raliroaua 
depot, banking institution, broker’s office, 
piace of public amusement, auction roum, 
store, Shop or crowued thoroughfare, car or 
omnibus atany public gatherivg or a;- 
sembly: o 

5. Every idle or dissolute person or as- 
suciate of known thieves who wanders 
about the streets at late or unusual hours 
of the night; or, 

6. Every person who lodges in any barn, 
shed, shop, outhouse, vessel or place other 
than such as is kept for jodging purposes, 
without the permission of the Owner or 
party entitled tu the pussession thereof; or, 

7 Every lewd or dissvlute person who 
lives in and about houses of ill-fame; or, 

8. Every person who acts as a runner or 
capper for aiturpeys in and abvut police 
cuurts or city prisons in incorporated cities, 
or cities and counties; or, : 

9 Kvery common prostitute and common 
drunkard is a vegrant and is punishable by 
imprisonment ip the County Jail not ex- 
ceeding six mouths, 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from 
and after its passags, From the above it 
will be seen that it is pow in the power of 
the authorities to thoroughiy ciear 
the city of disreputable characiers of all 
sorts: and descriptions, A special provis- 
ioo is made for confidence operators, and a 
complaint can be Grawn under that spe- 
cific charge. Police court lawyers, runners 
and Cappers are aiso specificaily mentioned, 
and other provisions are inserted that will 
cuver a large ciass of idle and dissolute 
young hoodiums who have up to this time 
veep able t6 escape on account of the limi- 
tations of the statute. Chief Glass has so

INSOLENT iTALIAN - AMERICAN 
PAPERS.

If 
this journal is ltalian it should be published 
iu italy; but if it is American it should at 
least have the decency to admit that there

MORE CENSUS FIGURES. 
The Chinese and Indian Populations 
in California. 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Superintendent Por- 
ter today made public the result of a 
special count by races in the State of 
California. The object of this special 
count was to separate the Ohinese and 
Indians from the rest of the popula- 
tion as required by the laws of that 
State for the purposes of State appor- 
tionment. The following table shows 


the population of the State by races in 
1890 and in 1880.

The statement further shows that 
while the Chinese population of the 
State as a whole has decreased by 3341 
since 1880, there ghas been an in- 
crease in the Chinese population of the 
county of San Francisco since that 
time of 4125. There has also been a 
material increase in the counties of 
Fresno, Kérn, Los Angeles, Monterey, 
San Bernardino, San Diego, Solano.

‘Ask anybody you happen to meet, 


who appears more or less under the 
weather, what is the matter, and nine 
times out of ten the reply will be, ‘‘the 
grippe.”’ That there are numerous 
real or supposed sufferers from this mal- 
ady in town at present is not to be de- 
nied. Happily only one or two fatal 
cases have been recorded. 

Physicians tell us that some of the 
patients who think they have the 
gtippe are not afflicted in this way at 
all. Itis a fact generally accepted by 
the medical profession that imagina- 
tion bas much to do with illness. Un- 
doubtedly many people who have se- 
vere colds and read in the papers of the 
prevalence of grippe, imagine they are 
victims of that disease, when in reality 
it has nothing to do with their sick- 
ness. But, aside from the imaginary 
cases, la grippe undoubtedly prevails, 
though not to such am extent as last 

ear. 
f Though people may think they have 
the disease any one attacked with la 
grippe will quickly appreciate the 
difference between this affection and 
the ordinary cold. Fever often reach- 
ing 105 degrees F., severe headache, 
pain in the arms and legs and a feeling 
of general weakness often usber in the 
attack. Coincident with these symp- 
toms or quickly following in the ma- 
oo of casés there is the ‘‘cold in the 

ead’’ and often a general bronchitis 
more or less severe. In most instances 
in a short time the temperature falls, 
the headache and pain disappear and 
the inflammation in the nasal passages, 
throat and bronchial tubes runs a short 
course. It is the complications, es- 
pecially pneumonia, that result some- 
times, that bring the attack to a fatal 
issue. But in this favored clime there 
is little to fear, if only proper care is 
taken of one’s health, especial pains 
being takento guard against catching 
cold from the night air.

POINTS FOR OUR FRUIT MEN, 


California Fruits in the Northwest 
endency of Trade. 

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) March 21, 
1891.—{Correspondence of Tue Times. | 
Minneapolis is an important fruit- 
distributing center. Tothe north and 
west lies an immense scope of country 
producing no fruit, and by a peculiar 
combination of circumstances this city 
ratber than St. Paul has become the 
distributing point. We have consid- 
ered it as one of the points for estab- 
lishing regular fruit auctions. In 
general conversation with farmers, 
casually met on the railroad trains, in 
a half dozen different States, [ have 
drawn the conclusion that California 
will never meet with serious competi- 
tion. It is very rare that West. Michi- 
gan produces a crop, ana when it does 
it is an inferior quality of peaches. 
The Jersey and Delaware peach 
in their best seasons can not 
supply the growing demands of the 

reat cities of New York, Brooklyn, 

hiladelphia and other large centers. 
Southern Indiana at her best cannot 
keep Cincinnati supplied, | 

I was interested in noting thatin the 
Chicago market a good apple is selling 
for more money than a good California 
seedling orange. The difference is 
about 20 per cent in favor of the apple. 
Florida oranges are less in quantity, 
and California’s are showing up all 
along South Water street. The com- 
mission merchant, who receives a 
small lot, say one or two cars, on con- 
signment, rarely gets the real market 
value. ‘Lhe cut during this week has 
been from 10 to 15 cents per box from 
the price made by large receivers like 
the Earl Fruit Company. One lot 
from Glendora and another from Ver- 
non were sold under the market. 
This is largely due to the following 
causes: ‘The large receiver bas a great 
number of correspondents throughout 
the States tributary to Chicago, and is 
not dependent entirely upon the job- 
bers on South Water street. He also 
has warebouse facilities for storing 
from 5000 to 10,000 boxes. 

The smaller receivers have uo such 
line of country trade, and _ their 
cramped quarters, generally on South 
Water street, will not permit of their 
carrying many oranges in store. I am 
more than.ever convinced that unless 
oranges can be sold on the tree, or f. o. 
b., California, by the grower, the safe 
course is through the auction room. 
What better evidence can be offered 
thanthe factthatin New York city 
all oranges and lemons, and immense 
quantities of garlic, raisins, macaroni, 
runes and other food products, are 
sold through the auction room. 

When all oranges grown in Califor- 
nia and Fiorida are sold at auction, 
then will the grower receive the true 
market value of hiscrop. Think of 
the millions of dollars’ worth of prod- 
ucts of the soil sold on commission, 
the producer furnishing the capital for 
ali this business; the price of the stuff 
being fixed by the whim of the commia- 
sion merchant; for what is there to 
control him? When these merchants 
are obliged to go into an open market 
and buy their stockin trade as the 
dry goods and other commodity dealers 
are obliged to do, then will the law of 
supply and demand regulate the price. 
In the matter of packing fruit, am 
reading the report of the State Board 
of Horticulture for 1890. On page 84, 
L. W. Buck of Vacaville gives some 
sound advice. I quote one sentence, 
‘*As often the sight of one small de- 
cayed peach or pear will make a loss 
of, perhaps, 50 cents per box on a 
whole line of fruit when sold at 
auction.”’ 

The same is true of oranges. I ex- 
pect to sce the day when the shipment 
of green deciduous fruits shipped from 
points south of Fresno will equal if not 
exceed that now shipped from north of 
that point. We are only in the infancy 
of our fruit trade. 

When our growers find out what is 
wanted in the East, and act upon that 
information; when they piace as good 
fruit at the bottom as attne top; when 
they learn the value of careful sorting, 
they will then have learned whata 
**brand”’ 1s worth. 

There are certain fruits sold in the 
East that bring 20 per cent more than 
the general price, solely because the 
name indicates what the contents are, 
and the dealers know it. Mr. Buck, 
on page 89, same report, says: ‘Good 
condition, as a rule, means good prices 
in almost any market; fair to poor 
means low prices, but little above 
freight.”’ Yours,

forts for the Old. Boys. 

SoLpIERS’ Home, April 2.—[{Corres- 
pondence ofgTHEeE Times.] Since the 
commencement of work on the new 
buildings the Home grounds have as- 
sumed an appearance of bustle and 
activity quite at variance with the 
appalling monotony that prevailed be- 
fore, A diminutive sawmill, operated 
by steam, now adds its noise to the 
generalhum. The brick masons have 
finished the walls for the basement of 
the new dining-hall, and that edifice 
will now rapidly assume definite shape. 
The Santa Monica Street Railway 
Company have extended their track to 


within a few teét of tbe din- 
ing-room, and through passen- 
gers will hereafter be deposited 


at that caravansary. The terminus of 
the road will also be in close proximity

Care of Littie Chicks, 
{Southern Cultivator.) 

At the hatching time the little 
chicks should be lett in the nest until 
the last one has been out of the shell 
fifteen or twenty hours. Then, when 
first taken off, the mother hen should 
be fed first, giving her all that she will 
eat. The chicks should then be given 
hard-boiled engs and raw oat or corn 
meal, crumbled together, but not wet. 

The hen is often condemned for eat- 
ing that which is intended for the 
chickens, when she is really not to 
biame—having been on the nest during 
the hatching period without food or 
drink for two days, perhaps, and is so 
ravenously hungry when first taken 
from the nest that her first desire is to 
satisfy her own appetite. 

We believe in watering the chickens 
from the start. It is an erroneous idea 
to withhold water from them, and such 
a course is very likely to cause either 
constipation or,dysentery and result in 
the loss of a large number of the brood, 
We always give our chickens all the 
water they want as soon as they come 
from the nest and thereafter. The 
main point is to water them regularly 
and not neglect them so that they will 
drink too much when they do have a 
chance to drink at all. 

The egg and meal diet should be con- 
tinued for ten days to two weeks. The 
hen should be dusted with Persian in- 
sect powder twice a week, to keep her 
and the chicks frees of lice and so pre- 
vent gapes among the latter. 

Keep the chickens dry and give them 
a dusty place to wallow in and they 
will thrive. ‘ |
